The Trieu Phuoc Dam in Trieu Phong Province of 
South Vietnam is nearing completion. 
When finished, the dam, constructed by the Viet­ 
namese and sponsored by the civil operations and revolu­ 
tionary development support, will serve 30,000 persons 
in the district, including 13,000 refugees living in Cam 
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Lo village. 
Realizing the benefit they will derive from a supply 
of fresh water, Vietnamese women joined the men in the 
massive effort to complete the dam as well as irrigation 
ditches bringing water from the Cua Viet River to 250 
acres of rice fields

it to their own little ones,” she 
explains. “ And they don’t want 
their mothers to tell them any­ 
thing, although they are not be­ 
yond taking a job and pushing 
baby off on mother.” 
A baby’s early months are im­ 
portant, she says. If baby is 
happy, it will be easy to rear. 
A young mother need not 
bring a child up as if it were a 
Dresden doll. But cleanliness is 
important. 


Babies need lots of affection 
and shouldn’t be propped up in 
a crib to be bottle-fed. Holding 
them gives them security. 
Baby should be trained to go 
to sleep after the last bottle. 
Simply turn out the light and 
walk away—after awhile he’ll 
get the message. 
Mothers should not put a lot of 
toys in a crib to keep babies 
quiet. A crib must be a place to 
sleep, not a play place. One tiny

sfuffed toy in the crib is condu­ 
cive to sleep.

Down Under Jobs Hard To Find 


SYDNEY 
(AP) 
- 
More 
Americans 
are 
migrating to 
Australia, but, says the Ameri­ 
can Chamber of Commerce in 
Australia, most of the college 
graduates have trouble finding 
suitable jobs. 
“ Commerce,” the journal of 
the Chamber, noted in an edito­ 
rial that 3,600 Americans mi­ 
grated to Australia in the sec­ 
ond half of 1967. which in num­ 
bers 
puts them only behind 
British, Germans, Greeks, Ital­ 
ians ami Yugoslavians. 
Over a year, the editorial 
said, 
the 
chamber 
receives 
some 900 inquiries from Ameri­ 
cans who want to live in Austra­ 
lia. Reasons, it said, differ but 
among them are: 


“ Australia is one of the last 
great outposts still offering de­ 
velopmental possibilities. 
“ Stability. 
“ Refuge from racial conflicts. 
“ Absence of social conflicts, 
violence, low crime rate. 
“ More leisurely pace of life. 
“ Mining boom.” 
Stating that the caliber of the 
would-be 
American 
migrant 
was unusually high, the edito­ 
rial said: “ The overwheming 
percentage of inquiries received 
by the Chamber are from col­ 
lege graduates or students com­ 
pleting their studies. There are 
engineers, 
chemists, 
lawyers, 
computer programmers, librari­ 
ans, statisticians and analysts, 
qualified social service workers. 


teachers, ranchers. 
Then it went on: “ It has been 
the Chamber’s experience that 
most of these valuable additions 
to the Australian work force ex­ 
perience great trouble in locat­ 
ing suitable employment—jobs 
where their capacities are fruit­ 
fully employed. 
“ Although it is no longer true 
to say that the self-trained Aus­ 
tralian business leader is suspi­
